There have been not a few misstatements
which bave found currency of late concern-
ing the efforts of the Best Brewing Company
to obtain sdditional grounds at Pike nnd
Twelith streets. There is no question that
this company 1s making efforis to lengthen
its cords and strengthen its stakes. The mis-
statements slluded to relate to the prices
asked for the property which Lhe company
hss in view. That holders have demanded any-
thing like the prices attributed to themis said
on good authority to be pure fction.

One of the property-holders who has received
an offer from the Best Company Was seen
vesterday, and reported that there was
very litle between him and the company,
and that there was little doubt of their ing
together. Said he: *The price I was reported
to have asked for my property was simply ri-
dioulous. The difference between my price
and the bid was but §3,000."

Wilkinsbarg Council, by an unanimous vote,
passed the ordinance giving the East End
Electric Railway Company the right of way in
the borough. The road will come in on Frank-
lin street, where there will be two tracks.
There will be two tracks also on Wood street,
and a loop on Peon avenue. By the terms of
the ordinance the work of constructing the
road is to begin in six months and be com-
pleted in & yoar.

Sixty yearsago real estate in Pittsburg sold
st almost any price that could be obtained for
{t. Values were arranged on a sort of sliding
scale to suit the necessities of the owner and
the ability of the purchaser, The grandfather
of = prominent bank cashier owned about 100
feet on Fifsh avenue which he sold for a fow
thousand doliars, The same property is worth
around million to-day. Another gentleman,
about the same time, was the poasessor of 100
acres and several houses in the heart of East
Liberty. He indarsed for a friend to the
amount of $60,000, and all this proparty went to
pay thedebt. Atthe present time it would
bring §2,000,000.

Thers are men living who remember those
ocourrences, What o contrast they present be-
tween the old and the new. Counld anything
more foreikly illostrate the marvelous growth
of the city?

The destruction by fire of the schoolhouse in
Wilkineburg will probably result in a change,
the importance of which has long been recog-
nized. The borough is nearly a mile in longth.
The Pennsylvania Rallroad tracks separate the
Becond and Third wards. The schoolhouse
wasalmost in the center. Children living at the
extremities, therefore, hagl quite a distance to
walk, and those liviug in the Third ward bad to
cross the raflroad. To equalise distances and
obriate the necessity of crossing the ralilroad,
always dangerous to children, it is now pro-
posaed to erect a school building in each of the
three wardas, each of them to cost about §15,000,
and one of them to serve as & sort of High
School.

So 1ar a5 this plan has been discussed it has
been favorably entertalned. The cost of the
three bulldings would be very lttle greater
than one large gh to date all the
children of school age in the borough, and they
would be far more convenient.

There are two sides to every questioh, The
proposed change of moving day is noexception.

“Many concerns have been compelled to con-
tinue year after year in undestrable loeations
or inndequate quarters, rather than move the
1st of April, and the instances are sumerous
where tnerchants have paid large bonuses to
get possession of the houses to which they
remove early enough to be prepared for the
spring trade. This is so frequent that many
business men prefer Lo have moviog day earlier,
rather than later.”
